PUBLISHING "SEASONS” RUN TO AN 
EXTREME. 

The Athenceum, in a recent issue, in pur¬ 
suance of its new policy of devoting its lead¬ 
ing article to general literary questions, 
makes some pertinent comments upon "The 
Publishing Season and the Booktrade.” It 
professes to see among publishers a feverish 
competition in overproduction "which is ex¬ 
hausting themselves and impoverishing the 
writers they employ.” It admits that in il¬ 
lustration, particularly color illustration, there 
has been immense improvement in the past 
few years; applauds the increase of out-door 
and popular nature books; but deprecates the 
continual and superficial "rehashing” of works 
of history and of those "short cuts to knowl¬ 
edge in the shape of thought and wisdom 
books—primers, books of extracts and an¬ 
thologies,” with which it claims the market is 
now flooded. Writers of history and me¬ 
moirs, says the Aihencemn, "aim more at style, 
which usually means affectation, than ac¬ 
curacy; they neglect original documents and 
pillage freely from existing authorities. This 
kind of popular book is too lightly under¬ 
taken, and generally secures praise which it 
does not deserve.” 

But if this criticism seems somewhat 


peevish, the Aihenccuuis main thesis offers 
opportunity for more serious thought. The 
enormous amount of second and third rate 
fiction which is appearing has been much 
discussed and the literary and economic short¬ 
sightedness of it "is beginning,” it says, "to 
reach the intelligence of the average person. 
Jt may be well, however, to give the figures 
for the last two winter seasons. In 1907 
'novels, tales, juvenile works, etc.,’ reached 
in September and the two following months 
[this is the English production only] the fig¬ 
ures 264, 374, and 249; in 1908, 265, 319, and 
204. This year we have received ©n one day 
more than thirty books in juvenile literature 
from a Single house. How is it possible to 
deal with such a flood as this? And, even if 
criticism is regarded as worthless, does this 
superfluity of seasonal publications do any¬ 
thing but distract the buying public?” 

"Is anything really gained,” it adds, "by 
this crowding of books into seasons? Would 
the public interest wane if the autumn and 
winter flood was reduced, and there was a 
chance all the year round—even during what 
we are accustomed to call our summer—to 
choose from a larger array of new books?” 

Is it not true that the “Christmas trade,” 
the "January stock taking,” the "spring sea¬ 
son,” "the summer dullness” are shibboleths, 
which the bookseller and publisher alike have 
allowed gradually to dominate the trade to 
their own detriment? It has come to be a 
fact that 35 per cent, of the entire publishing 
output of the year appears in the six weeks 
immediately before Christmas, and another 
30 per cent, in the six weeks about Easter 
time. Yet with nine-tenths of these books 
there is no special element of timeliness. For 
their intrinsic value they might just as well 
be published any time during the year. Yet, 
obeying the shibboleths mentioned above, 
they must come out “in season,” with the 
result that the reviewer is swamped with 
good material which he cannot by any pos¬ 
sibility adequately notice; the review maga¬ 
zines and departments are clogged with mat¬ 
ter they cannot possibly use-—inaterial that 
at other times in the year they are crying 
for; the buying public is temporarily sur¬ 
feited to the point of literary indigestion, and 
the dealer is forced in self defense to call a 
halt on publications of which at a more op¬ 
portune time he would order freely. 

Of course a certain routine in production 
is necessary, certain breathing spells in the 
work of the year are advisable, present 
methods of wholesale selling, unless they can 
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be changed, require a certain seasonal order 
of production. But to carry this to the ex¬ 
treme it has at present reached; to con¬ 
centrate the year’s production into a certain 
two or three months will prove a suicidal 
policy. 

In other lines of business the whole tend¬ 
ency is to extend rather than contract the 
selling period. The winter or summer hotel 
seeks to build up an all-year patronage. And 
this is true even of businesses which seem 
strictly seasonal in their scope. Why book 
publishing and book selling, whose products 
should be as staple—in varied classes to be 
sure—in July as in November, should allow 
their selling season to contract as it seems 
to be doing is a puzzle. It costs no more to 
publish twenty-five books in January, Feb¬ 
ruary, March and April, respectively, than 
one hundred in March; and the previous 
method is going to place the books before 
the public with an attractiveness and ade¬ 
quacy that the latter never can. 


BIBLIOPHILE SOCIETY’S ANNUAL 
DINNER. 

The Bibliophile Society held its annual 
dinner at the Hotel Astor, New York City, 
Tuesday evening, February 15. The speakers, 
among whom were Professor W. P. Trent, 
of Columbia, Adrian H. Joline, PI. H. Harper 
and Judge Charles W. Dayton, had a number 
of bibliographic surprises for those present. 

Mr. Harper, in announcing that the So¬ 
ciety had a balance of $20,000 now available 
in its treasury for publication purposes, stated 
that it was planned to publish at an early 
date the newly discovered Charles Dickens 
love letters and personal memorabilia re¬ 
cently found in this city by a committee of 
the Society. The publication of these letters, 
with the two rare Shelley letters, for which 
the Society recently paid $2000 in London, 
will form a most interesting bibliographical 
contribution. Professor Trent deplored the 
non-existence in print of a complete edition 
of Coleridge. 

“If Coleridge had been a thirteenth century 
monk who had written a lot of homilies,” he 
said, “or an Elizabethan dramatist, his works 
would have been fully published many years 
ago and societies in his honor organized, but 
as he happened to be a great—one of the 
greatest—English authors of modern times, 
only abridged copies of his writings can be 
obtained.” 

He advocated the publication by the Society 
of complete editions of such authors as Lamb 
and Coleridge, whom he seemed to think the 
regular publishing trade had more or less 
unjustly ignored.

RAND, McNALLY & CO. SUED UNDER 
TEXT-BOOK LAW. 

Rand, McNally & Co. and the Board of 
Education of Chicago are jointly defendants 
in a taxpayer’s suit, instituted by one Paul E. 
Polzin, which seeks to restrain them from 
carrying out a contract for the supplying of a 
series of school geographies. The action is 
brought under the so-called Ettelson-Hope 
text-book law, which went into effect July 1 
last, and which provides a limit of price 
which school boards shall pay for certain 
public school books. 

The limit of price on the geographies in 
question was 75 and 35 cents. The Rand- 
McNally contract called for 95 and 45 cents. 

The law in question was called uncon¬ 
stitutional by the Attorney-General of Illinois 
in an opinion rendered last spring, and has 
been generally ignored by book publishers and 
school boards alike. The ground for the 
Attorney-General’s decision was the fact that 
the bill, in attempting to fix prices for specific 
books, necessarily left out a large number. 
This would have left certain purchasers en¬ 
tirely unprotected ; and, on the other hand, 
would have allowed publishers to raise arbi¬ 
trarily the prices of all school books not 
listed in the bill. 

This bill requesting an injunction and the 
annulment of the contract in question is 
therefore in the nature of a test case. 


STREET & SMITH PROTEST AGAINST 
WARD & GOW CHARGE. 

Street & Smith have filed a complaint 
with the. Public Service Commission of the 
1st District, New York, against Ward & Gow, 
a news and advertising agency, seeking to 
compel them to expose for sale Ainslee’s, 
Smith's, People's and the other Street & 
Smith magazines without gross payment 
therefor. 

Ward & Gow hold the newsstand and ad¬ 
vertising concession in the New York City 
subway and elevated stations. For this, pre¬ 
sumably, they pay the Interborough Com¬ 
pany well, and it has been their practice to 
charge the various magazines $15 a month 
each for placing them on sale on the subway 
and elevated stands. Instead of an out and 
out rental this charge has been under the 
guise of “advertising,” a certain space being 
allotted each magazine on “L” newsstands 
for that purpose. In the subway advertising 
is forbidden. 

Street & Smith state that since December; 
when they first refused to pay the $30 a 
month in question, their magazines have been 
taken off the subway and elevated stands and 
that the Interborough Company itself has 
offered them no redress. 


C. W. MacQueston and A. S. Bailey, both 
formerly with Duffield & Company, have ac¬ 
quired a controlling interest in the publishing 
business of the Macaulay Company, of which 
they will at once assume active management 
as president and treasurer, respectively. The 
Macaulay Company will also move to a new 
address, 15 West 38th Street, New York.

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NEW HOME FOR THE BOBBS-MER- 
RILL COMPANY. 

The Bobbs-Merrill Company has bought 
the property in East Vermont Street, fronting 
University Park, Indianapolis. The purpose 
of the company is to erect on this ground a 
five-story building for its publishing business. 
Plans have already been drawn by Foltz & 
Parker, architects, and work upon the build¬ 
ing will begin on March 1, to be ready for 
occupancy on July 1. The building will front 
fifty-three feet in Vermont Street and will 
be 195 feet deep. It will be of fireproof steel 
construction, with cement floors, the walls to 
be of colonial brick, trimmed with .white mar¬ 
ble. Buildings and plans were examined in 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia, with 
the view of obtaining an appropriate architec¬ 
tural effect that would accord with the land¬ 
scape in University Park, and thus definitely 
avoid evidences of ordinary business archi¬ 
tecture. 

The basement of the new building will be 
arranged to carry the unbound sheets of the 
company’s publications. Under the sidewalk 
will be constructed a plate vault the entire 
width of the building and the entire depth 
of the walk. In this vault will be kept the 
electrotype and stereotype plates from which 
books are printed. The first floor will con- 
contain a salesroom for law and miscella¬ 
neous publications of books and the shipping 
room. The second floor will contain the 
counting room and general office of the 
business. The three upper floors will be de¬ 
voted to the miscellaneous, editorial and art 
department, to the legal editorial department, 
and to the library for the use of the editors. 

This removal will not in any manner in¬ 
volve either the retail business in Washing¬ 
ton Street, which a year ago was sold to the 
W. K. Stewart Company, nor any change in 
the printing and binding of the company’s 
books, which is done at the Hollenbeck Press, 
owned by the company, and located in In¬ 
dianapolis. 

The Bobbs-Merrill Company and its pre¬ 
decessors have been located in Washington 
Street continuously since 1838, the oldest 
house in the street. The removal of this 
business to the north side of University 
Square will mark the forced extension of 
the business of the city from the congested 
district. The property cost $45,000 cash, be¬ 
ing at the rate of $850 a foot front, and when 
the building is completed an investment ex¬ 
ceeding $100,000 will be represented. The 
price paid for this property is regarded by 
those acquainted with real estate values as 
exceedingly reasonable. 

It is understood that the New York offices 
of the company, at 34 Union Square, East, 
will also be enlarged.

St. Valentine and Charles A. Burkhardt, 
of E. P. Dutton & Co., celebrated their day 
together on the 15th, it being Mr. Burk- 
hardt’s birthday. 

On the night of the 14th a few of the em¬ 
ployees remained after the closing hour. A 
great electric lamp was placed in the centre 
of the top of his desk. Entwined about the 
shaft of it were green sprigs upon which 
were good-sized red hearts. To the right and 
left of the lamp were four casts of Cupids 
wearing the most doleful expression of medi¬ 
tation. Attached to the electric bulbs of the 
lamp were a great number of white streamers 
on which' were fastened red hearts. In the 
centre of the desk was placed a birthday 
cake with sixteen burning candles stuck 
therein, each burning candle “representing” a 
year in Charlie’s young life. 

Nearly every one who knows Mr. B. sent 
greetings, and, strange as it may seem, many 
of them brewers. Nearly a sack full of mail 
was placed on the desk, which was taxed to 
its capacity.

THE PROFITS ON NOVELS IN ENG¬ 
LAND. 

Some interesting figures, illustrating the 
effect of. any departure from the conven¬ 
tional price of the English novel upon the 
profits both of publisher and author, are 
given in the interim report of a sub-committee 
of the Incorporated Society of Authors. This 
report is signed by Mrs. Belloc-Lowndes, 
Charles Garvice, E. W. Hornung, W. W. 
Jacobs and S. Squire Sprigge. The sub¬ 
committee was appointed “to consider the 
question of the price at which new novels 
should be issued,” and its first step was to 
invite the opinion of seventy-eight novelists. 
The result was that thirty authors declared 
themselves uncompromisingly opposed to any 
systematic reduction of the usual publishing- 
price of the new novel—six shillings—believ¬ 
ing that the reduction would bring to them, 
having regard to the reduced royalties of¬ 
fered, no return which would compensate 
them for the loss which they would sustain 
by not receiving the larger royalty upon the 
larger prices. Seven took the opposite view. 
The deduction drawn by the sub-committee 
from this evidence and that of other authors 
who took up a non-committal attitude is that 
it contains no definite arguments in favor of 
the lowering of the original price of the new 
novel from 6s. either for the benefit of the 
author, the publisher, the bookseller, or the 
public. Information was sought also from 
publishers, who were asked whether the cir¬ 
culation obtained for novels published origin¬ 
ally at a lower price than 6s. would, in their 
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opinion, result in a proportionate increase if 
the price were lowered. The basis taken was 
a 6s. novel of the ordinary length of about 
80,000 to 100,000 words, with a circulation of 
at least 3000 copies; and the publishers were 
asked further if it would be practicable to pay 
an author royalties on a 2s., a 2s. 6d. or a 3s.

at 6s., i.e.j 4s. 6d. net. That, leaving excep¬ 
tional cases out of count, it does not appear 
probable that the author’s circulation would 
be proportionately enhanced by a reduction in 
the price of the original issue. On this point 
figures relating to particular cases have been

net book at so high a rate as on a 6s. book; 
and if it would be practicable to consider 
raising the original price in certain cases. 
The consensus of opinion from the publishers 
was found to be as follows: That from 9000 
copies at least 12,000 (the highest figure men¬ 
tioned) must be sold at 2s. net. That 8000 
must be sold * at 2s. 6d. net, and that 6000 
copies must be sold at 3s. net before the au¬ 
thor would receive the amount equivalent to 


submitted in proof of the opinion that the 
same proportionate royalty could not be of¬ 
fered upon the lower prices. On this point 
the publishers are all very clear. In conclu¬ 
sion, the sub-committee urges that the novel¬ 
ist should maintain the price of the. original 
production of his work at six shillings, de¬ 
claring that there is no evidence that a low 
price means a larger circulation .—British and 
Colonial Printer and Stationer.

THE BOOKSELLERS' LEAGUE. 

The: Booksellers' League enjoyed an ex¬ 
cellent February dinner at the Aldine Asso¬ 
ciation Wednesday night. The speakers 
whom the Entertainment Committee had pro¬ 
vided were equally appreciated: Edgar Allen 
Forbes, associated with The World's Work, 
gave with a good deal of dry humor some 
reminiscences of travel in Sierra Leone and 
Liberia, illustrated with a large number of 
stereopticcn views; Joseph C. Lincoln, author 
of “Cap’n Eri,” brought with him a charac¬ 
teristic collection of stories varied by read¬ 
ings from some of his own verse; and T. 
Truxton Hare, author of “A Junior in the 
Line” and other college athletic stories, had 
some interesting things to say about football 
from a writer's point of view. 


OBITUARIES. 

Mary Olivia Nutttng, librarian emeritus 
of Mt. Holyoke College, died on Sunday at 
South Hadley, Mass, aged 80 years. She was 
born July 1, 1831, and after being teacher at 
Mt. Holyoke was librarian from 1870 to iqoi. 
She also Avrote under the pen-name of Mary 
Barrett. Among her writings are “Our Sum¬ 
mer at Hillside Farm,” “Story of William 
the Silent and the Netherland War,” “The 
Days of Prince Maurice,” and “Steps in the 
Upward Way.” 

Wilhelm V. ohlfarth, an old German 
second-hand bookseller, who kept a little shop 
at 388 Third Avenue, died suddenly on Lin¬ 
coln’s birthday in the shop where for many 
years he had lived as a recluse and book¬ 
worm. The man died in his arm chair in 
the rear of the store, a copy of the rare first 
edition of John Hay’s “Life of Abraham Lin¬ 
coln” lying open in his lap being found soon 
after by a chance customer who had wan¬ 
dered in. An investigation of his effects 
showed that, in spite of his hermit method 
of life, he was very well to do. 

Rev. Dr. William Everett, the well-known 
scholar and noted Congressman of fifteen 
years back, died at his home at Quincy, 
Mass., after a long illness. Dr. Everett was 
the son of Edward Everett, the statesman, 
and was born in Watertown, Mass., in 1839. 
As a boy he had the benefit of. his father’s 
instruction and personal companionship. He 
entered Harvard in 1855. and always held 
high rank as a student. After graduating in 
1850 he studied at Trinity, Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity, England, where the Prince of Wales 
at the time, now King Edward vn., was his 
classmate. On his return to America he 
studied law, but never practiced. He taught 
Latin at Harvard, and later succeeded the 
late Dr. Dimmock as master of Adams Acad¬ 
emy. When this institution ceased to exist 
it was a great blow to Dr. Everett. He dis¬ 
tinguished himself in Congress by his in¬ 
herited gift of oratorv. He was a licensed 
Unitarian clergyman and frequently preached, 
but never held a- charge. He published many 
volumes of essays and sermons, and “Chang¬ 
ing Base” and “Double Play,” two books for 
boys.

_ Under the title “An Old American Pub¬ 
lisher” Frederick Fairchild Sherman pub¬ 
lishes privately a pamphlet appreciation of 
an ancestor publisher, Abraham Shearman, 
Jr., 1777-1847, of New Bedford, Mass., who 
published a score or more of meritorious 
books and papers, mostly religious, between 
1799 and 1829. The pamphlet is itself a beau¬ 
tiful piece of printing; there are several il¬ 
lustrations, and the edition is limited to 
twenty-five copies. 

The Frederick A. Stokes Company should 
have published their “Child’s English Liter¬ 
ature” before Christmas, for as a solution of 
the gift problem it is well-nigh ideal. H. E. 
Marshall, the editor, has selected, with fas¬ 
cinating biographical sketches and running 
comment, the cream, from a juvenile stand¬ 
point, of this the world’s greatest literature. 
The book forms a bulky storehouse for much 
reading, and is well printed and bound, with 
splendid color illustrations by John R. Skel¬ 
ton. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. announce a new Bible 
dictionary for the general reader, a single¬ 
volume cyclopaedia, “The Temple Bible- 
Dictionary.” A remarkable quantity of in¬ 
formation is packed away between its covers. 
Both its editors—the Rev. W. Ewing and Dr. 
Thomson—are well-known orientalists, and 
the list of eminent scholars by whom they 
have been assisted is a long one. Five hun¬ 
dred illustrations, many from new photo¬ 
graphs, add enormously to the interest of 
the text. 

The Reilly & Britton Co. have arranged 
with Colonel W. C. Hunter, author of “Dol¬ 
lars and Sense,” for the publication of a 
new book, entitled “Brass Tacks,” and the 
publication day has been set for June 1. 
Thousands of little children will learn with 
regret that L. Frank Baum has also deliv¬ 
ered into the hands of the same publishers 
the last of his famous “Oz” stories. This 
book will be entitled “The Emerald City of 
Oz,” and it is to be published September 1. 


It will be the handsomest Baum book yet 
published. 

In “The Makers of Hebrew Books in Italy” 
the bibliophile will be introduced to a col¬ 
lection of hitherto little known incunabula. 
The author, David Werner Amram, has gath¬ 
ered, at first hand, much new and curious 
material about the early days of the Hebrew 
press. There is much of interest in the ar¬ 
tistic output of these early presses, and the 
book collector and the student of Jewish his¬ 
tory alike will find much that.is new concern¬ 
ing the Jews of Italy and their publications 
during the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. 
The book is published by Julius H. Green¬ 
stone, Philadelphia. 

The Patriot Publishing Company, formed 
to exploit and publish the famous Brady col¬ 
lection of Civil War photographs, and in 
which Herbert Myrick, of Good Housekeep¬ 
ing, is interested, are reported to have won 
their $50,000 libel suit with the Davenport 
(la.) Democrat and Leader. The suit con¬ 
cerned the validity of the 7000 photographs 
in question, the Patriot Publishing Company 
claiming them to be actual photographs taken 
on Civil War battlefields and so of unique 
historic value, the Democrat asserting edi¬ 
torially that the art of photography was not 
at that time sufficiently advanced to make 
such a collection possible. 

Lemcke & Buechner have received the 
twentieth, the last, volume of the sixth re¬ 
vision of Meyer’s great “Konversations Lex- 
ikon,” which shares with its close rival 
Brockhaus, the premier place among German 
cyclopedias. This sixth edition has been 
seven years in the making, and the seventh 
is already begun. This process of constant 
revision has been of late years adopted with 
our American cyclopedias. The inimitable 
compactness, accuracy and thoroughness of 
the German cyclopedia are probably standard 
still, though the American cyclopedia has 
made immense strides toward perfection in 
the last decade. 

The Yale University Press report that 
they have been obliged to put to press “The 
Hindrances to Good Citizenship,” by Ambas¬ 
sador James Bryce, for a second time within 
three months. This volume is composed of 
the lectures delivered' last summer before 
Yale University, on the “Responsibility of, 
Citizenship” by the author of the “American 
Commonwealth.” Charles Evans Hughes, 
Governor of the State of New York, found 
time to deliver the course succeeding Am¬ 
bassador Bryce, and his book, entitled “Con¬ 
ditions of Progress in Democratic Govern¬ 
ment,” will also appear from the Yale Uni¬ 
versity Press very shortly. 

J. B. Lippincott Company have in press 
for early publication a new novel by William 
Jasper Nicolls, “The Daughters of Suffolk,” 
an historical romance of the middle 16th 
century. The Suffolk referred to is Henry 
Grey, 3d, Marquis of Dorset. He married 
Frances, daughter of Charles Brandon and 
Mary, sister of Henry vm., and by her be¬ 
came father of Lady Jane Grey and of her

sister—not so well known to the general 
reader—Lady Katherine Grey. The lives of 
these two young girls form the historical 
facts from which Mr. Nicolls has written his 
story. The book will' be illustrated with 
twenty reproductions of rare old plates col¬ 
lected by the author. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons publish this 
month “The Mission and Ministration of 
Holy Spirit,” by Dr. Arthur Cleveland 
Downer; “The Divine Minstrels,” a narrative 
of the life of St* Francis of Assisi and his 
companions, translated from the French of 
Auguste Bailly by Ernest Barnes; and a new 
edition of Professor Driver’s “Literature of 
the Old Testament.” They also announce 
new volumes added to several series: “Reve¬ 
lation and Inspiration,” by Professor James 
Orr, to the Studies in Theology; “The Story 
of the Opera,” by E. Markham Lee, to the 
Music Story Series; and “Sir John Millais,” 
by J. Eadie Reid, to the Makers of British 
Art. 

The Macmillan Company have just pub¬ 
lished Francis H. Wellman’s “Day in Court, 
or, the Subtle Arts of Great Advocates,” a 
fascinating study of the psychology of legal 
cross-examination. The same house pub¬ 
lishes “The Religions of Eastern Asia,” by 
Dr. Horace Grant Underwood; while the in¬ 
creasing interest in farming as a livelihood is 
evidenced . by four books showing various 
ways of farming profitably announced for 
spring publication. “Practical Farming,” by 
Dr. John McLennan, embodies in simple form 
the principles derived from the latest scien¬ 
tific investigations in agricultural methods. 
Of a similar nature, but a little more special¬ 
ized, is L. H. Bailey’s “Manual of Garden¬ 
ing.” In D. L. Lyon’s “How to Keep Bees 
for Profit,” and C. S. Valentine’s “How to 
Keep Hens for Profit,” the authors have 
gathered their material from their own actual 
experience and they have included in their 
discussions only the essentials for success. 

The Putnams publish this month a list 
very largely devoted to history and biogra¬ 
phy. In the history there is an excellently 
illustrated book. “The Antietam and Its 
Bridges,” by Helen Hays, which may surprise 
many people by showing that the little stream 
is notable M more than the great battle 
fought along it; two lectures by Professor 
Harneck, the eminent historian of the Uni¬ 
versity of Berlin, “Monasticism; Its Ideals 
and History,” and “The Confessions of St. 
Augustine” and “The Old Egyptian Faith,” 
the latest addition to the Crown Theological 
Library, translated from the French of 
Edouard Naville by Colin Campbell. In biog¬ 
raphy there is F. A. Simpson’s romantic 
“Rise of Louis Napoleon,” a thrilling presen¬ 
tation of a most adventurous life; and Louis 
A. Coolidge’s life of former Senator Orville 
H. Platt, of Connecticut, under the title “An 
Old Fashioned Senator,” a deserved tribute 
to a man who, overshadowed perhaps in the 
popular clamor by his New York colleague, 
towered high above him as a shrewd, un¬ 
selfish, constructive statesman.
